Cognizant that I have much more learning to do about all sorts of narratives and patterns of reverence, I 
undertake nevertheless to give an account of my hodgepodge of favorite concepts. Common, perhaps, 
among some other delinquent do-gooders out there. And perhaps not. That’s the wager, not whether 
your seed will be planted, but if there is something potent in your spunk. Don’t act like you’re not 
milked, punk, and there below the waist. Not sure how this got so chaste but now Pll turn to bunk. 


The simplest way to tell you what is happening in my opinion is that we live in lila from Hinduism and 
we are building Svarga also from Buddhism. I want to immediately combine this with a Christian 
theodicy made gnostic, I suppose, or generalized from us to God. There is the idea that God allows evil 
because it is necessary for free will, and so our coming to love God must be a free choice or else it 
doesn’t matter. Now, from a pantheist perspective, we are all incarnations of God just like Jesus is. It is 
not special at all to be Jesus 2. In Svarga Jesus is just some guy. You are as cool as Jesus. 


And so, it is not us flawed humans who are learning how to love, it is the divine, it is Brahman. That is 
one of the main games of lila. But bro, there are so many games you unlock once everyone is nice and 
wise, do you understand? Those games also slay, and we are not getting to them because we are stuck 

or we are grinding we are leveling up our ability to love. 


Optimistically speaking, everyone is doing perfectly. There are no mistakes because we are doubting 
much. But also we are grateful for the pain that the past did to us, in the new organs that it makes. 
Amor fati is accepting the new organs, even just the sensations which come with memory. 


Eternal return. In actuality, the joke is that it is not even a challenge. Everyone ever, all sentient beings 
of all time, will fulfill the condition that they would want to re-live life over and over. Because the wise 
people will have no reason not to resurrect the dead and then the resurrected would be among those 
who basically have consensus on restarting the cycle. It would be a dramatic story if there was a 
political faction fighting to do it and the rest of Svarga didn’t want them to or something. 


Descartes’ demon. It is something to realize that the one who is making you suffer is you. 


There is no distancing oneself from others. We hang together. And moreover I am always fooling 
myself, it’s even fine that way. The nature of the external agent is highly uncertain. It is a blessing, 
honestly, that things work out as well as they do, although they are still dissatisfactory. 


There I can mention Jihad. We struggle inside ourselves, we have different demons, geniuses, which 
are channeled in us. The question of how to be gentle, how to achieve gentleness. And the idea of 
cutting the gordian knot. 


It is also something most yielding, though. The question of how not to be frigid. 
My astral pussy is also too small, perhaps. Could it be so? Or too large?

But precisely, this fun should have to do with engaging in these huge narratives and weaving together a 
personalized outlook, at least a new kind of starting outlook. Ah yes we can talk about the design 
parameters for grand style. 


Schopenhauer's philosophy on the will and his rejection of the idea of a benevolent divine force could 
be seen as in opposition to the concept of lila as described in Buddhism. Lila, which translates to "play" 
or "divine play," is the idea that the universe operates through a series of cyclical, predetermined 
events, and that everything that happens is part of this divine play. Schopenhauer, on the other hand, 
believed in the existence of a blind, unconscious will that is the fundamental force behind all existence, 
and that individuals are merely the manifestation of this will. He saw life as full of suffering, and the 
best an individual could do was to escape the cycle of existence through the denial of the will. 


Schopenhauer's rejection of the idea of a benevolent divine force and his focus on the suffering that 
existence brings might seem incompatible with the concept of lila. However, when considering his 
philosophy in the context of the Stoic philosophy of Epictetus, it could be argued that there is some 
overlap. Epictetus believed in accepting what happens, as it is a result of natural events and the will of 
the universe. Similarly, Schopenhauer believed that individuals must resign their own will and give up 
their desires in

1. Gnosis or wisdom: a focus on the attainment of wisdom, knowledge, and understanding of the 
mysteries of the universe.
